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The Great Seal of England. 


The mere holding of the t seal 
of England entitles the fortunate 
custodian to some $60,000 a year, to 
immense patronage in church an 
State, to be speaker in the house of 
lords, a privy counsellor, and the 
head of all judicial authority in the 
kingdom, to be designated lord high 
chancellor of Great Britain, and 
keeper of the royal conscience, and 
to rank (next the royal family) the 
second subject in the realm. It is 
very difficult, if not im ble, to 
Bay when England first had a great 
seal. Seals were not much used by 
our Anglo-Saxon ancestors, but 
came largely into fashion during the 
Norman reigns. The gilt roses, or 
marks of Edward the Confessor and 
other Saxon kings, can scarcely be 
called seals, and partook more of 
the character of signatures of an 
illiterate age; but a grand and per- 
fect seal of William the Conqueror 
exists, having the monarch crowned 
and throned on the one side, and 
mounted on horseback on the other 
—attitudes which have been in- 
variably observed to the present 
day. One remarkable circumstance 
connected with the great seal is its 
progressive growth in size as time 
advanced. Originally, 800 years 
since, not larger than the top of an 
ordinary modern teacup, it has been 
gradually enlarged from age to age, 
till it offers now the size and ap- 

rance of a muffin, and requires 
to be inclosed in a tin box for pro- 
tection. Indeed, @ cumbrous and 
unwieldly had the great seal be- 
come, that some three or four years 
since, an act of parliament passed— 
containing very extraordinary pro- 
vision irecting that all the minor, 
and many, even, of the more im- 
portant documents passed under it, 
should for the future be authenti- 
cated “ a paper wafer of moderate 
size, which should be gummed on 
the instrument, and be deemed and 
taken to be the great seal itself. 

The great seal has only three 
times been lost—twice temporarily 
and once permanently. James II. 
on leaving the kingdom on his abdi-, 
cation, threw the seal into the 
Thames, whence, however, it was 
next morning fished up and brought 
to Whitehall. Lord Eldon buried it 
in his garden in Queen Square, dur- 
ing one night when his house caught 
fire, and he thought in the confusion 
it might be stolen. ‘‘And,’”’ writes 
the chancellor in his diary, ‘‘when 
the fire was extinguished, | quite for- 

t in the morning | where had 

uried it, and while the carri 
waited to take me to court, my lady 
and I, and all the household, were 
digging with pieces of stick till we 
luckily found it.”’ Lord Thurlow, 
who always held it during the night 
in his bedroom, had it actually car- 
ried off by burglars, from whom it 
was never recovered. A _ privy 
council was called the next day, a 
new seal was rapidly made, and 
during the remainder of his continu- 
ance in office, Lord Thurlow. in- 
variably deposited it of a night 
under his pillow. , 

Down to 1818 the great seal itself 
was made of copper; since then 
silver has been the metal employed. 
It is in two halves, somewhat like 
two very thick, bright tin saucepan 
lids fitting closely together, their 
inner suriaces deeply sculptured 
with the royal devices intended to be 
formed on the wax when squeezed 
between them. Instruments havin 
a limited duration are sealed wit 
yellow wax. Others, supposed to 
exist in perpetuity, such as patents 
of peerage, etc., are exemplified 
under green wax, and in the case of 
some ietter patents, likely to be 
exposed to a great deal of knocking 
about or tap bee from place to 
place, such as were the assize com- 
missions, the wax seal was stamped 
after being ry nae ey incl in 
cream-colored leather.—[New York 
Observer.

THE CLIFF HOUSE WRECK 


There appears to be some doubt 
whether the word ‘-accident’’ may 
be properly applied to the wreck of 
the Parallel. Webster defines an 
accident as “an eyent that takes 
place without one’s foreknowledge 
or expectation; an event which 
proceeds frum an unknown cause, 
or isan unusual effect of a known 
cause.”’ The San Francisco Cali 
says: The Parallel does not ap- 
pear to bave been wrecked either 
through the operation of unknown 
causes or through an unusual effect 
of a known cause.. There were no 
peculiar or extraordinary condi- 
tions prevailing at the time of the 
wreck or for some hours previous to 
it. The captain of the Parallel de- 
clined the service of a steamtug on 
the score of economy. He took bis 
schooner out and let her drift. 
When he found that she was drift- 
ing toward the shore he atill let her 
drift. He got intoa boat, however, 
and pul'ed away. From a safe dis- 
tance he watched for an explosion 
which seems to have been antici- 
pated. It does not appear that he 
signaled for help or tr:ed to he'p 
himself. A schooner of that size 
might easily have been towed by 
the crew, away from the shore with 
the aid of anebb tide. The state- 
ment that the schooner driftecdhin 
fifty fathoms of water is contra- 
dicted by the chart. She drifted in 
from nine to 15 fathoms, and con- 
sequently had good apehorage. Yet 
no anchor was dropped to stay the 
drift in-shore. These conditions 
and events which certainly appear 
not to have been beyond control 
should be made the subject of a 
strict investigation. A certain de- 
gree of carelessness, incompetence 
or negligence becomes a crime. 
Man cannot always control the ele- 
ments, butiu an emergency he is 
expected to make an effort to over- 
come slightly adverse influences.

An Astrologer’s Vile Work. 
New York, January 19. 

The astrologer, John DeLeon, who 
was recently arrested, charged with 
sending young girls to Panama for 
immoral purposes, was placed on trial 
to-day on an indictment for kidnap- 
ing. The chief witness was Stephen 
Bonsan, the reporter, who worked his 
way into DeLeon’s confidence. He 
testified that DeLeon told bim that, as 
an astrologer, large numbers of wo- 
men came to bim; that he picked out 
certain ones and got them indebted to 
him, and then sent them to Panama, 
consigned to vile women, assuring 
them positions as servants at high 
wages. DeLeon said he had sent 400 
girls to Panama in 10 months, and 
never beard from them, nor had he 
any trouble. “‘Dead girls, like dead 
men, tell no tales,’’he said ; ‘‘the sport- 
ing life and climate down in Panama 
soon carry them off.”

Murder and Suicide. 
CLEVELAND, January 20. 
Information of a triple murder has 
just been received at the Central Po- 
lice Station. The report says a woman 
killed her three children, attempted to 
murder the remaining two and then 


jsuicided. The affair occurred at Bery- 
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House Judiciary Committee, com-
